Matthews Goſpel, and our Prieſts and 
People uſing-it whether publickly or 
privately ( following herein the moſt 
Greek, Copies) do well: And our 
Common Prayer book leaving it out 
ſometimes according to St. Luke him- 
ſelf, and the pattern of ſome Greek 
Fathers, and all the LZatn Church, 


from whom we received it ,) is not to 
be cenſured to do ill,

The uſe of the Sacraments. 


Q. V. \ * Cr: zs the chief uſe and end 
& of the Sacraments ?. 

A. To tcach us Chriſt, and to exht- 
bit, and apply Him unto us. 

Q UE Chriſt taught no other way but by 
the Sacraments ? 

A, Yes. By the Preaching of the 
\W ord. 

Q. What need there then the ſame to be 
taunht anain by the Sacraments ? 

A. Yes.To help ourinfirmities: For as 
it was Chriſts love to come and die for 
us, ſo it is His care and wiſdom to teach 
bs the ſame all the ways that poſſible we 
arc 
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The uſe of the Sacraments. 99 


are capable of it; that we may not only 
know Chriſt by the hearing of the ear, 
but alſo ſee Him with they eye, and per- 
ceive Him by the help of the other ſen- 
ces; that we may handle and ſee, taſte 
and fce, how good the Lord is. 

But beſides this teaching, there is alſo 
in the Sacraments a real exhibition, 
Siving and application of Chriſt and all 
the benefits of His Incarnation, Nativi- 
ty, Paſſion, Reſurrection and Aſcention. 
St. Pax! telleth the Galatians ( Gal. 3. 
I.) thatinthe Sacrgment of the Lords 
Supper, Jeſus Chriſt was evidently fet 
forth before their eyes, as if He had been 
Crucified among them: For the whole 
Action repreſents Chriſts death : the 
Breaking of the Conſecrated Bread , 
the Crucifying of the Bleſſed Body ; the 
Pouring forth of the Sanctified Wine, 
the Shedding of His Holy Bloud. And 
| 1 Cor. 11, 26. he ſaith, As oft as you eat 
this Bread , ana drink, this Cup, you 
fhew the Lords Death till He come. 
So that as Preaching is one way to ſhew 
Chriſts Paſſion, ſo the Sacraments are 
another way, namely and eſpecially the 
Sacrament of the Lords Supper, contain- 

a ing 
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1cO Penance. 


irgin the very kinds of the Elements, 
and the aCtion a lively repreſentation of 
\Chrifts death. 

And not only this inſtruction, but al- 
ſo the very grace, force, operation, and 
activity (together with this repreſen- 
tation) ofthe things which they figni- 
tie are in the very ſubſtance, matter, 
ſo:m, uſe and work it ſelf of every Sa- 
crament. 

Q. How many Sacraments are there of 
the New Teſtament ? 

A. Two generally neceſſary to Sal- 
vation, that is to ſay, Baptiſm and the 
Supper of the Lord. 

Q._ Arethere no more but two ? 

A. No more generally ( for all ) nc- 
ccfiary to. Salvation. 

Q. What becomes of the other five ? 

A. Article 25, of the Church of Zng- 
tund, it is ſaid, Thoſe frve commonly 
called Sacraments, that 1s to ſay, Con- 
firmation, Penance, Orders, Matrimony, 
and Extreme Vnition, are not to be ac- 
counted for Sacraments of the Goſpel, be- 
ing ſuch as have grown partly of the 
corrupt following of the Apoftles, partly 
are ſtates of life allowed in the _— 

ut 


Penance, Orders, Matrimony, TOV 


but yet have not like nature of Sacra” 
ments with Baptiſm and the Lords Sup” 
per, tor that they have not any vilible 
1:gn, or Ceremony ordained of God. 

Q. 1s not Penance, or Repentance (be- 
2417 one of thoſe five that are commonly call- 
ea Sacraments too, which you ſeem to ewx- 
clude as. to the generallity and neceſſity ) 
needful alſo for all men that would be ſa- 
vea ? 

A. Penance is neceflary for all them 
thai ſin after Baptiſm : An itis a requi- 
fite condition for the worthy and effect- 
ual receiving of the other two, and there. 
fore is not excluded but implycd in the 
neceſſity of thoſe. 

Q. Are not Orders and Matrimony ne- 
cefſary alſo ? 

A. Orders indeed are necefiry for 


the Publick Miniſtry and Government 


of the whole Church, yet are not ne- 
cefſary to be entred into, or received 
generally by all Chriſtians, but only by 
thoſe who are willing to dedicate 
themſelves to tthat holy ſervice, and 
find themſelves inwardly called there. 
unto. | 

And Matrimony. is neceſſary alſo for 
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102 Aatrimony, Confirmation. 
the conſervation of Mankind, and ſo for 
the continuance ef the Church by le- 
Sitimatc procreation, and Religious E- 
ducation of Children in the fear and nur- 
ture of the Lord, and to the praiſe of 
God. Yet it is not neccſiary to be entred 
into, or taken in hand of any, but ( at 
the liberty of every mans choice and 
arfcretion ) only by ſuch as have not 
the guift of Continency, and judge the 
ſame to ſerve, and help them better unto 
Godlineſs. 

Q. What think. you of the other two S'a- 
craments, to wit, Confirmation and Ex- 
treme Uuition ? ; 

A. Confirmation ( commonly called 
Biſhoping, becauſe it' is to be Admini- 
itred only by the Biſhop ) 1s of great 
uſe, - 

1. Here the Perſons Baptiſed ( being 
ar years of diſcretion ) are tyed with 
their own mouth,and their own conſent, 
to ratifie and confirm the- promiſe made 
for them by their Godfathers and God- 
mothers in their Baptiſm, and ſo to take 
the charge upon themſelves, and to diſ- 
charge their Surcties. 

2. They have the benefit of the Pray 
Ers 
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ers of the Church ( applyed particular- 
ly by impoſition of hands ) for their in- 
creaſe of grace, and for their ſtrength 
& defence againſt all temptations of the 
Fleſh, and: all aflaults of the World and 
the Devil; very ſeaſonably at that time 
when they begin to be in danger to yeild 
unto the ſame, and to fall into ſundry 
Kinds of fins. 

Anoynting with Oylat, or before the 
hour of death ( which they call Ex- 
treme UncCtion ) might have in the Apo- 
ftles time a Phyſical uſe and virtue. But 
that it had a Myſterious fignification, 


and was applyed by St. 7awes or any 0- 


ther Apoſtle after a Sacramental man- 
ner, it doth not appear clearly in holy 
Scripture.. And if it be admitted into the 
number of theſe five ſupernumeraries, 
which are commonly called Sacraments 
( but have not like nature of Sacraments 
wich Baptiſm and the Lords Supper ) 
yet we may fay the ſame both of this 
and Confirmation, viz. that they are 
not of anv abſolute neceſlity unto Salva- 
tion, asro the ſimple being of a Chriſti- 
an; becauſe if they tnat are baptiſed, 
dic without Confirmation, and they thar 
F 4 are 
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are fick, be viſited and die with 
_ out Extreme Unction, yet both may be 
ſaved. | 

Q. Ave Baptiſm and the Lords Sup- 
per abſolutely neceſſary unto Salvation ? 

A. Not ſo abſolutely neceſſary net- 
ther, as though God cannot ſave ſome 
particulars without them; but general- 
ly neceflary as being the ordinary way 
and means for all men to be ſaved by. 
They are means that God tycth us un- 
to, though he tye not himſelf, 

Q. 41ay we not diſpence without reces- 
wing of the Sacraments ? ; 

A. Yes. But only in the caſe of ab- 
ſolute neceſſity : or otherwiſe, the will- 
ful neglect and contempt of them is dan- 
gerous. It 1s1n effeCt to tread wnder foot 
the Son of Ged,: and to count the bloud of 
the Covenant wherewith we are ſanitifyed, 
an unholy thing. 

Q. What ts a Sacrament ? 

A. An outward viſible thing or Ele- 
ment Ordained by Chriſt Himſelf to be 
a ſign of grace given unto us, and a 
means to convey the ſame grace unto us, 
and a Seal and Pledge to confirm the 
ſame, and to aſſure us thereof, 


Q. Who 
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Q. Who #5 the Author of the Sacra” 
ments ? 

A. Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, He ap- 
pointed the outward viſible ſign, and 
He ordained it.to be ſuch a means, Seal 
and Pledge, and He gives the inward 
ſpiritual grace, 

Q. How many parts bethere in a Sacra- 
ment £ : 


A. Two. The outward viſible Sign,. 


and the inward Spiritual Grace. 
Q. Dothe Sacrament; then bring Grace. 
with them ? 


A. Yes. Being duly Adminiſtred, and 


rightly Received : For Grace is an eſ- 
ſential and the chieteſt part of the Sacra- 
mene?. 

Q: How come ſome then to receive the 
Sacrament to their own Damnation ? 


A. Becauſe they bar themſelves of. 
the Grace, in that they receive the Sa» 


crament unworthily, 


Q. You do not ſay then that-the recet-- 
vins of the outward. Element bringeth - 


Grace ? 
A. No. But it is the Receiving the 


Sacrament that bringeth Grace, of which: 
the Element is but one part that 1s y_ | 
; TS 5 Y 
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by the Prieſt in the Church, and Grace 
'S the other part that is reached down 
by God himſelf, from Heaven And 
now to receive all the Sacrament, con- 
fiſting of theſe parts, is to receive 
Grace, 

Q, What is the difference between Bap- 
#1iſm and the Lords Supper ? 

A. Baptiſm 1s, as it were, our Initt- 
ation or entrance into the Churcn 
(which 1s the houſe of the Living God } 
in and by which, we ( being by nature 
born in fin, and children of wrath} 
are made the children of Grace, mcm- 
bers of Chriſt, heijrs-and inheritors of the 
Kingdom of Heaven: But the Lords 
Supper 1s, as it were, cur Education, 
our Food, Maintenance or mcans of 
Subſittance, by which we are preſerved 
and kept in the ſame Houſe unto the 
purchaſed Inheritance, And therefore 
Baptiſm (as our Admiſhon ) 1s to be 
Adminiftred but once, but the Lords 
Supper ( as our Food and maintenancc) 
15 to be often Adminiſtred unto us, 

Q. What «. the outward Sign in Bap- 
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Baptiſed, 'in the Name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Foly 
Ghoſt, 

Q. Why#s Water uſed far Fay ON WT A 
Sion 7 in Baptiſm ? 

A. Becaule it is — by Chri {t 
Himſelf, St. Afar. 28. in thei 
words [ [ Baptiſing ing them 1n 4 "Names foes.) 

Q. Why aid our Saviour Chrilf Or Anin 
the Sacrament of Baptiſm to be done by 
Water ? 

A. Becauſe He 1s Lord of all, 4&#.10. 
36. And whatſoever the Lord plcaicd, 
that did He in Heaven and Earth, P/al. 
+34. 6, 

Q. But is there no reaſon why our Lord 
appeinted this Ation in the Sacrament tobe 
done by this Element ? 

4. One reaſon may be to imitate the 
Ceremony of waſhing then uſed among 
the 7ews 

2. In this was fulfilled the Type of 
Noah's Flood, which was a Figure cf 
Baptiſm, wherein Souls are ſaved by 
Water, 1 St. Pet. 3.20. 

3. To ſhew the reſemblance between 
Dipping or Waſhing in Water, and the 
Spiritual 


Water in Baptiſm 1.07 
A. Water wherein the Perſon 1s 
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Spiritual Grace which is the thing that 
He would have to be ſignified in the Sa- 
crament. 

Q. What #s the Grace or Spiritual thing 
that 8 ſignified in the Sacrament of Bap- 
tiſm ? 

A. A death unto fin, and a new birth 
unto righteouſneſs. 

Q. What do you mean by a death unto 
fin? 

A. 1 mean the getting out of the 
power of ſin, by Gods gracious pardon 
and forgiveneſs, and by His acceptance 
of my 1mperfect righteouſneſs. As to 
live unto ſin, is to be the ſlave of ſin, to 
be ſubject both to the tasks and blows, 
to do the works of fin, and to ſuffer the 
puniſhment of the ſame : So to aie to 
{in, is to be free, and to be delivered 
from under the guilt and puniſhment of 
im. 

Q: What do you mean by. a new birth 
unto righteouſneſs ? 

As A new birth ( or living again ). 
wnto righteouſneſs, is contrary to living 
unto fin, and a conſequent of death un- 
to fin. As dying unto fin, was getting 


from. under. the Tyranny and _ of 
1n 
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q fin; ſoanew birth or living unto righ- 
1 teouſneſs, is a power or ſtrength to do 
the works of righteouſneſs,. and a right 
{J to receive the reward of righteouſneſs. 
q It is Gods giving me ability to walk 
righteoully, and means-to obtain His fa- 
vour, and fo His regenerating or beget- 
ting me again to a twofold righteouſneſs, 
that I may be made the child of Grace, 
both of Sanctification ( whereby I am 


become the ſervant of righteouſneſs, 


Rom.6. 18.) and of Juſtification where- 
by I am made free from fin. And all this 
is conveyed, ſealed and afſured unto us 
in the Sacrament of Baptiſm as wrought 
for us and in us by the Death and Reſur- 
retion of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 

Q. What reſemblance or compariſon is 
there between the outward attion by water 
in Baptiſm, & this inward SpiritualGrace? 

A. Very much. For firſt ; Dipping 


in Water, and taking up again ( which. 


is the manner of Baptiſing in. hotter 
Countries ) fignificth the Death and Re- 
ſyurretion of our Saviour, which was the 
cauſe of the gaod that is wrought in us, 
and for us. 


Then again the death unto fin, and a 
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FIO Dipping in Water. | 
new birth unto righteouſneſs ( that is | 
the cleanſing of our ſouls from -{in,by tke | 
Grace of God Juſtifying and Sanctify- 
ingus ) 1s very apt to be ſignifyed by 
Dipping & Wathing in Water;in-w hich 
there is a putting away of the filth of 
the fleſh, 15St. Per. 3.21. So Baptiſm 
may be called the fountain opened for 
{in and uncleaneſs, Zach: 13. 1. 
, 0 you thinkthat Dipping or Waſh- 
ng in Water at Baptiſm cleanſeth the ſoul ? 
"A. If there were not morc but the 
outward Watlhing, it would not clcanſe 
the ſoul: But it cleanſeth, as it is one part 
of the Sacrament that hath Gods Grace 
annexed to it, us the other part, and 
' both inake up one Sacrament. For, We 
are Waſhed , we are Sanitified, and fo 
we are Juſtifyed in the Name of the Lord 
Jeſus, and by the Spirit of our God. (1 Cor. 
6.11.) When we draw ncer witn a pure 
heart in full aſſurance of Fauh, having our 
hearts ſprinkled from an evil conſcience, 
and our bedies waſhed with pure water, 
( Heb. 10. 22.) and with chat blood of 
ſprinkling which [peaks better things than 
the blood of Abel, (Heb.12.24.)even with 


the blood of Jeſus Chriſt, hat cleanſeth us 


from 
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from all ſa, ( 1 St. John 1.7.) But this 
Waſhing, Sanctifying , Sprinkling and 
Cleanſing is conveyed, applycd and ſeal- 
cd unto us by the outward Element and 
action in the Sacrament of Baptiſn. 


Q. Do you then attribute any more to 


the outward Waſhing in Water, than to be 
a bare Sign or Figure of the Spiritual 
Waſhing in the Blood of Chriſt ? 

A. lſotake it to be. a Sign or Figure, 
as that I ſay it hath the Truth alſo an- 
nexed-unto it. For as God 15 not mock- 
cd, ſo He mocketh not us when He 
maketh us His Promiſe; of Grace, 
Therefore we may all know aſſuredly, 
that Pardon and Remiſhon of Sins 15 tru- 
ly. offered of God, and received of us in 
the Sacrament of Baptiſm, and that 
thereby Chriſt doth Santtify and cleanſe 
#5 in the Waſhing of water by His Word that 
He may prefent us to Hunſelf a elorions 
Church, not having {pot or wrinkle, or any 


fach thing, but that we ſhould be boly and 


without blemiſh, Eph. 5.26, 27. 

Q. But hath the Grace of God this effect 
;ndi;ferently in all without except ion ? 

A. Nay. There be ſome that fait of 


the Grace of God, by their own putting 
a 
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a bar of unbelief, and hardneſs of heart : 
So that the fruit of the Sacrament com- 
cth only unto the Faithful and Penitent : 
and yet the Nature of the Sacrament 
loſeth nothing of being the means of 
Grace; For it 1s the means of Grace, not 
abſolutely,as though God would ſave us 
thereby againſt our wills, but upon Con- 
dition of our concurring with God, and 
doing our duties; otherwiſe we may 
receive the Sacrament to our farther 
Condemnation. 

Q. But what is required of them that 
come to be Baptiſed, that they may recetve 
the fruit and benefit of this Sacrament ? 

A. 1, Repentance, whereby they for- 
ſake Sin, the World, the Devil, and all 
their works; 

2. Faith, whereby they believe all the 
Articles of the Chriſtian Faith, ang par- 
ticularly all the Promiſes of Goa made 
unto us in that Sacrament. 

3. Reſolution and endeavour to keep 
the Commandments of God, and to 
walk in the ſame all the days of their 
lives. | 

Q. Are all they then that receive the 
Sacrament of Baptiſm, and perform the 
= Cots 
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Conditions of Repentance, and Faith, and 
Obedience, partaRers of the Grace of tal 
varzon ? 

A. Yes. If they put not a bar againſt 
themſelves, but truly perform the Con- 
dition, when they receive - the out- 
ward Sign , they receive alſo the in- 
ward Spiritual Grace ; by which 
they are made the Members of Chriſt, 
the Children of God, the Heirs and 
Inheritors of the Kingdom of Heaven, 
being clearly freed from all Sin, both 
Original aud Actual, if they have come 
mitted any fin before Baptiſm, -- 

Q. But can none be admitted unto the 


- Saerdment of Bayriſo, but upon theſe Core 


ations ? 

A. No, For as Circumciſion was to 
the 7ews the Seal of the Covenant, and 
mutual Stipulation that was between 
God and them, ſo Baptiſm is to us : 
And no man can have intereſt in the 


' precious Promiſes contained therein , 


without ſigning the Indenture back a- 
gain, and undertaking the Condition of 
the Covenant, 

Q._ Why then are Infants Baptiſed, who

make all the grace void that is paſſed 
unto them in that Sacrament upon 
thoſe Conditions, So that when Infants 
come to age, they may have their own 
option or "choice, whether they will 
make their Promiſe giveen by their 
Sureties in Baptiſm good or no : (and if 


they do, they have intereſt in the Grace) 


but if they do not it, they make Gods 
gvift of Grace to be void, and of none 
effect. 

Q. Why was the Sacrament of the Lords 
Supper Ordained ? 

A. To continue the remembrance. of 
the Sacrifice of Chriſts death, and the 
benefits that we reccive thereby. 

Q. Why # the Sacrament called the 
Lords Supper ? 

A. 1, Becauſe it was :nſtitured by 
OUL 
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our Lord Jeſus Chriſt at the time of His

I laſt Supper, when He did eat the Paſlo- 


ver, which was a Sacrament of the OId 
Teitament, 

2. Bccauſe it not only ſignifies, but 
allo exhibitcth and giveth unro us our 


I Lords Body. 


Q. Why did our Saviour Chriſt inftuute 
this Sacrament at Supper time ? 

A. Becauſe He would thereby teach 
His Church, that the Old Sacrament of 
the Paſſover was then ended, and to be 
aboliſhed by His inſtituting- this other 
in the place thereof, at the very time of 
cating the Paſſover, 

Q. YYhy do not Chriſtians recerve this 
Sacrament at Supper, or in the Even-ride, 
that being the time of the day in which it was 
firſt inſtituted ? 

A. Becauſe though it might be fit in 
regard of the thing it ſelf, yet it is not: 
ſo to us; not ſo fit for our preparation, 
and meditation of the worthineſs of the 
Sacraments, and of the duties of the Re- 
CELVETS., 

Q. But might not men make themſelves 
fit to receive it at Supper time ? 


A, Yes, Poſſibly men may, and ſome 
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men happily would ; yet becauſe moſt 
men are more indiſpoſed to Meditation 
and Contemplatioa towards the Eve- 


ning, than in the Morning, and have| 


many avocations, and occaſions to take 
away tacir minds by many occurrences 
betore that time of the day, therefore 
the Morning is choſen for that Sacred 
Action as the time ( that in regard of 
mens diſpoſitions and buſineſſes in the 
world ) 1s fitteſt for all. 

Q.s 1s not this Sacrament called by other 
names beſiaes the Lords Supper ? 

A. Yes. It is called tne Propitiatory 
Sacrifice, the unbloody and commemeo- 


rative Sacrifice, the Euchariſt and the 


Communion. 


Q YVhy us it called the Propitiatory 


Sacrifice ? 

A. It is called a Prepitiatory Sacr1- 
Sce, not properly and really, but figura. 
tively and reſpectively, by way of re- 
ſemblance,and by way of remembrance, 
becauſe it ſhews the Lords death, 
( 1 Cor. 11. 26. ) who 1s the Propitia- 
tion for our fins, ( 1 St. John 2.2. ) 
and keeps us in mind of that Propitiato- 


ry Sacrifice which our Lord, once for all, 
offered 
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offered by His Death upon the Croſs, 
to reconcile us to God, and make God 
propitious , favourable and loving to- 
ward us, and well pleaſed with us. 

Q. YVVby is at called the Unbloody Sacri- 

ce £ 

A: Becauſe 1t 1s not a real Sacrifice 
which was offcred by.thedding of blood, 
but only. a memorial of that Sacrifice 
which is: commemorated here without 


E blood. \ 


Q. Li hy # # called a Commemorative 
Sacrifice ? 

A. Becauſe it both repreſenteth, and 
commenmoratcth unto us that real Sacri- 
fhice of Chrift upon the Croſs, and alſo 
we in this do reprefent, and commemo- 
rate the ſame to God, offering and pre- 
ſenting unto Him in ( this Sacrament ) 
by way of commemoration and remem- 
brance, the Body and Blood of His own 
Son, as the only Propitiation and Satif. 
faction for our ſins, interpofing them be- 
tween Him and us, and pleading them 
before His Mercies Scat, and through 
them, with all humility and confidence

Q. Y/Yhy 
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Q. I Thy is it called the Euchariſt ?

| | T, Becauſe Bread and Wine are the 
bi beſt of Meat and Drink : Bread 1s

mans heart, and YV/:ne maketh glad the 
heart of fan, Pfal. 104. 15. So. Chrilt is 
the beſt and moſt neceflary food ef a 
mans ſpiritual life of the Soul.

2. Becauſe theſe twe ( ſtanding for 
meat and drink ) are perfect nouriſh- 
ment of the body; fo is Chriſt of the 
ſoul; not in part but in perfection, com- 
picat nouriſhment and Salvation, 

3. Becauſe the Bread is made of ma- 
ny Grains compact together into one 
Loaf;and Wine is made of many Grapes 
preſſed together into one Veſſel; So a- 
gain, the Members of Chrift, as they 
have a Myſtical, they ought to have al- 
ſo an aftectionate Communion one with 
another. 

And Laſtly, He uſed Bread and Wine 
apart, to ſhew that His Body and Blood 
were parted, { His Blood being let out 
of His Body by a Spear upon the Croſs ) 


when He died for our fins. S— 


Q. YVhat do the Bread and } Vine ſig- 
mfie is the Sacrament ? 

A. They tignifie Chrifts Body and 
Blood, two things in number ( as they 
themſelves alſo are) but one in uſe, 
namely, Whole Chriſt

for our ins. . 
Q. But then hath this Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper reſpeth onlyto Chrifts death? 
A. By conſequence we cannot but 
conſider all the paſſages of His Incarna- 
tion, even to the very laſt, act of. His 
coming to Judgment, when we: receive 
this Sacrament; but directly and.imme- 
diately 3r 3s Chrifts Death only that we 
muſt remember here; then our Redemp- 
tion was finiſhed when He made Him- 
felf a Sacrifice for our ſins. And there- 
fore it is called the Commemoratsve Sacri- 
fice, becauſe it repreſenteth, both unto- 
God and us, the real Sacrifice of the 
Death of Chriſt, we orr ſelves being 
kept in remembrance of the ſame by this 
ſervice, and in- the very action of this 
Sacrament offering and preſenting unto 
God ( by way of Commemoration ) 
the Sacrificed Body and Blood of His 
own. Son, as the only Propitiation and- 
Satisfaction for our fins. 
Q. Bnt might not this Death of Chriff 
be. otherwiſe well enough wvemembred-

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without the nſe of this Sacrament ? 

4. If it might; yet we mutt think 
this Sacrament to be neither uſelefs, nor 
{upertiuous, {ſince it ts our Maſters, and 
only Saviours Care of us,thus to help our 
ivfirmitics. by inſtituting and ordaining 
theſe holy Myſteries as pledges of His 
Love, and. continual remembrances of 
His Death, that we ſhould never forget, 
but always remember the excecding 
great Love of our Mafter and only Savi- 
eur Jeſus Chriſt thus dying for us, and 
the innumerable benefits which by His 
precious blood-ſhedding He hath obtain- 
ed to us. ' But that is-not all, for where- 
as the whole confidence of our Salvation 
confiſts in this, that the ſatisfaction 
which Chriſt gave to the Juſtice of His 
Father, is as verily ours, asf it had been 
made and done by ys our ſelves: It is 
neceflary that we have Chriſt in our own 
poſſeſſion, and that we preſent Him to 
_ His Father, asa real ſatisfaction for all 

our offences : otherwiſe He communi- 
cates or imparts not Himſelf to us, but 
as He is made ours, and we have Him 
in readineſs to be offered unto God.
